More than 50 shot, 
at least 7 dead across 
Chicago since Thursday

More than 50 people were shot over Chi- 
cago’s holiday weekend, with at least seven 
fatalities and five police-involved shootings as 
of Sunday night since Thursday afternoon, ac- 
cording to authorities. 

Five of the people were shot by police over 
36 hours, and at least two of them were killed, 
including a 16-year-old boy who was shot Sat- 
urday night as he hid under a car with a gun in 
an alley in Gresham, according to authorities. 
Friends and family at the scene of the shoot- 
ing at 87th and Morgan streets identified the 
boy as Warren Robinson. 

The boy began getting out from under the 
car when officers told him to drop the gun, 
authorities said. He did not and officers shot 
him, authorities said. 

Photographs taken at the scene shortly af- 
ter the shooting show family members crying 
and embracing, including his mother, Georgi- 
na Utendahl, who said the boy was three days 
away from his 17th birthday. 

“The police killed him,” she said. “Why 
they killed him, I don’t know.” 

A .380-caliber semiautomatic handgun was 
recovered at the scene, authorities said. 

In a second police-involved fatality, a 
14-year-old boy who had a revolver was killed 
Friday night in the 4700 block of West Ber- 
enice Avenue, according to authorities. The 
Cook County medical examiner’s office 
identified the victim as Pedro Rios, of the 
7400 block of North Ashland Avenue. 

Among other fatal shootings over the 
weekend, a 19-year-old man was killed as he 
drove in the Uptown neighborhood early 
Sunday morning, authorities said. The driver, 
identified by police as Kezon A. Lamb, 19, of 
Alsip, was with another man and a woman 
when shots were fired at their Malibu at Mon- 
trose Avenue and Malden Street, police said. 

The Malibu sped off west on Montrose and 
stopped at Paulina Street—about two blocks 
from Mayor Emanuel’s home—and flagged 
down a police officer, according to authori- 
ties. Lamb was taken to Advocate Illinois 
Masonic Medical Center, where he was pro- 
nounced dead. 

Late Saturday, a 25-year-old man was killed 
while riding a bicycle in the 10400 block 
of South Normal Avenue in the Fernwood 
neighborhood on the Far South Side. 

Also Saturday night, Shaquille Ross, 18, was

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shot in the chest in the 6500 block of South 
Seeley Avenue in West Englewood, according 
to authorities. He was later pronounced dead at 
Advocate Christ Medical Center in Oak Lawn. 


Deandre Brown, 23, of the 9000 block of 
South Mackinaw Avenue, was shot in the 
8700 block of South Houston Avenue about 
10:20 a.m. Saturday, officials said. He was 
pronounced dead at Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital just over an hour later, according to 
the Cook County medical examiner’s office. 

On Sunday, a man in his 40s was shot in 


the chest and a woman in her 20s was shot in 
the foot and leg near 132nd Street and Prairie 
Avenue around 3:30 p.m., according to police 
and fire officials. Police said the shootings 
stemmed from a domestic dispute. 

The man was taken in serious condition to 
Advocate Christ Medical Center, according to 
Fire Department spokesman Larry Langford. 

“As that was being worked on, another per- 
son {the woman in her 20s} was shot at 132nd 
Street and Prairie Avenue,” Langford said. 
The woman also was taken to Christ Medical

Center, he said. 

Around the same time, firefighters 
were called to the Little Calumet River at 
134th Street and South Vernon Avenue. But ar- 
riving crews were told by police that a person 
had been taken into custody, Langford said. 

The man was chased by officers because he 
had a weapon, according to police. It was not 
known if he was a suspect in the shootings on 
Prairie or another shooting an hour earlier in 
the 13100 block of South Forrestville Avenue. 

In that shooting, a woman was grazed on 
the top of her head as she walked up the steps 
of her porch in the Golden Gate neighbor- 
hood, police said. 

“She was not the intended target,” the lieu- 
tenant said, adding she was an “unfortunate 
victim.”

No easy fixes in reshaping 
North Lake Shore Drive

North Lake Shore Drive is a mess for many 
of the quarter-million drivers, bus passengers, 
pedestrians and bicyclists who use it each day, 
according to new research from city and state 
transportation officials who are planning an 
overhaul of the aging boulevard. 

The drive, the heavily used trails and parks 
that parallel the eight-lane roadway and the 
Inner Drive that provides access to neigh- 
borhood streets have fallen victim to their 
popularity. The increase in traffic volumes 
has been compounded over the years by the 
absence of comprehensive renovations, a new 
Illinois Department of Transportation study 
has concluded. 

The study, which was released ahead of a 
public meeting Tuesday on the roadway’s fu- 
ture, paints an unsettling picture: 
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» An average of three crashes a day occur 
along North Lake Shore Drive. 

» When congestion is not bogging down 
traffic, up to 95 percent of motorists violate 
the 40 mph speed limit, often by 30 mph or 
more, on a boulevard that has no emergency 
shoulders or even guardrails or barrier walls 
in some locations and never was intended for 
highway conditions. 

» Structurally deficient bridges; dilapidated 
pedestrian tunnels, many of which do not 
meet requirements under the Americans with 
Disabilities Act; and roadway flooding caused 
by high waves add to the headaches. 

The overall cost is unclear at this early 
stage, officials say. Rebuilding the roadway 
as is, which is considered unlikely, would cost 
several hundred million dollars, and the time- 
line for construction has been delayed, with 
the first spade of dirt set to be overturned no 
earlier than 2019. 

The Metropolitan Planning Council and 
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other civic groups say one of their top priori- 
ties is to reverse the trend of the drive, which 
is used as a major commuting route, becom- 
ing a superhighway. 

Away from motorized traffic, increasing 
numbers of people are avoiding the lakefront 
trails during the busiest times of the day and 
weekends because they fear for their safety 
due to the chaotic mix of bicyclists, pedes- 
trians and joggers—all moving at different 
speeds and often coming and going unpredict- 
ably in different directions, the study noted. 

“There absolutely are a lot of problems. 
CTA buses are all stuck in the same traffic as 
the cars. The Oak Street curve needs to be 
straightened out. Some of the intersections on 
the drive are too closely spaced and the bridg- 
es and pedestrians tunnels are 80 years old,” 
said John Baczek, project and environmental 
studies chief at IDOT in the Chicago area.

to offer potential solutions —will be the focus 
of a meeting Tuesday in downtown Chicago. 
It’s one step in a process aimed at reaching 
consensus over the next three years on a mod- 
ernization plan that preserves the historic 
lakeshore corridor while serving the needs of 
today and future generations, officials said. 

“We want to get the brainstorming going. 
There may be ideas that we haven’t thought 
of yet,” Baczek said. 

When informed that improvements are 
coming, Lakeview resident Kristin Goebel said 
they are long overdue, adding that sections of 
the lakefront trail are in “horrible shape.” 


Redesigning North Lake Shore Drive 


Transportation officials in Chicago will hold a meeting on the planned redesign of 
North Lake Shore Drive and the lakefront trail on Tuesday. Officials hope to make the 
drive safer for both drivers and pedestrians. Five stretches of the drive have extensive 
accident histories that include 51 percent of all crashes from 2007-2011. Forty percent 
of those surveyed use the trail to commute by bicycle.

The 29-year-old office manager said she has 
cut back on bicycling along the lakeshore be- 
cause “you put your life in jeopardy.” She limits 
her bike workouts to very early in the morn- 
ing, sometimes midday, and her one hard-and- 
fast rule is “never on summer weekends.” 

A survey summarized in the IDOT study 
echoed Goebel’s sentiments, noting that, 
“Many stated they avoid the lakefront trail 
during the busiest times because it is unsafe.” 

More than 160,000 cars, 970 CTA bus- 
es carrying 69,000 riders and as many as 
31,000 trail users each day are drawn to the 
roughly 7-mile lakefront stretch between 
Grand and Hollywood accounts, according to 
data contained in the draft study on the drive. 

The study cites an opportunity to improve 
accessibility to Lincoln Park and between 
the park and Lake Michigan. About 20 mil- 
lion people a year visit the park, according to 
IDOT estimates. 

Those soaring numbers could not have

been predicted early last century, when city 
planners set in motion a boulevard through 
Lincoln Park—“where grass and shrubs and 
trees assert themselves.” 

By 2040, bus ridership on the drive is pro- 
jected to increase 23 percent, according to the 
Chicago Metropolitan Agency for Planning. 
Car counts are expected to rise minimally, from 
about 155,000 vehicles per day to 161,000 ve- 
hicles in the most heavily traveled sections, be- 
cause the drive is already beyond its capacity to 
efficiently move traffic, officials said. 

North Lake Shore Drive is 60 to 80 years 
old in different sections and it’s no longer 
cost-effective to keep resurfacing the road be- 
cause the sub-base is crumbling, officials said. 

South Lake Shore Drive, from 23rd to 
67th streets through Jackson and Burnham 
parks, was rebuilt in 2001-2005. A 2-mile ex- 
tension from 79th to gand streets through 
the site of US. Steel Corp.’s old South Works 
plant opened last year.

U.S. closer to allowing 
commerical drones 


The US. air safety regulator is drafting rules 
to permit small drones to be used for com- 
mercial purposes, a step toward allowing 
remote-control planes and helicopters to be 
deployed for everything from TV news cover- 
age to monitoring crops. 

Media companies, energy companies, farm- 
ers and other groups have been pressuring the 
Federal Aviation Administration to lift its ban 
on flying drones, known as unmanned aerial 
systems, or UAS, for commercial use. Late last 
month, the agency’s watchdog said the FAA 
was likely to miss the Sept. 30, 2015 deadline 
that Congress set for integrating drones into 
the national airspace. 

The FAA told Reuters that rules for small 
drones are “being drafted and will be issued 
for comment later this year.” 

Industry sources saicl the FA has a work 
ing dealz of the repularions andl is circularing 
it within the agency. The Bau cleclineel to 
coniment on whether it has formally drafted 
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the rules but gaiel ct "18 on teak te sue a pro- 
posed rule far small LAS this year.” 
Finalizing the regulation, laewever, could 
take several years, in part because they in- 
volve numerous FAA eflices and other agen 


cies, suchas the Pentagon and Departanecit oF 


Homeland Seruriry, said Ted Ellete, a former 
FAA chief counsel wie is now an abteroty at 
Hogan Lovells in Washingron, Da. 

“Until the final cule is issued, which is going 
to be years from naw, the ¢xemptien process 
is the only game in town,” Ellete saiel.
